Theconference voted that the commit- 
tee, (Reynolds Cahoon, Jared Carter, and Hy- 
rum Smith,) proceed immediately to commence 
building the house; or, to obtaining materials, 
stone, brick, lumber, &c , for the same. 

Doctor Hurlbut being dissatisfied with the de- 
cision of the council on his case, present :d the 
following appeal :

Ihave 
no doubt, said he, but the old Scribes, and 
Pharisees, after scourging the saints in the 
most horrid manner, and causing many to seal 
their testimony with their blood, would go into 
the Temple withall the eanctity imaginable 
and ask God to forgive their sins; when in re. 
ality he would have nothing todo with the 
matter, until they had first obtained forgiv- 
ness from those whom they had injured, by 
making ample satisfaction to them.

At the time of bis arrest he commanded Pe- 
ter to put up his sword and gave him to under- 
stand that if it was the will of God that he 
should not drink of the bitter cup (death) that 
he could call on his Father for ten legions of 
angels who would eagerly fly to his deliverance. 
But had he heen delivered trom the croes, how 
could the scriptures have been fulfilled, which 
says the saints are the salt of the earth. An- 
other word respecting the arrows, which by 
the.spirit of God was made manifest to me las‘ 
summer. Theta was certain persons who en- 
deavored to divide and draw away the saints 
from this place, by telling them in secret coun-

&c. I have got my work leid out by revela- 
tion; but you must not say a word to them (the 
Twolve) about this matter, for ii you. do you 
will not get any satisfaction, they will disclaim 
in public any knowledge of'such a move: but 
I understand them; all is right; and thus hold 
themin ignorance; also, bind them by solemn 
oath, not to disclose the matter to any haman 
being, not even to their wives, under the pen- 
alty of death. Threugh hypocrisy and false 
statements, a few, and but a few, have been 
deeeived and torn from the bundle of arrows. 
by those who have led off from this place. This 
is an aspiring spirit and is ſrom the devil, and 
every spirit that refuses to make manifeat, is 
from Luci ſer, the prince of darkness. Now let 
the saints, from this time forth be guarded 
against all such secret coungils or confirma- 


tions. 

Elder Amasa Lyman expressed his gratitude 
to God for the favorable circumstances under 
which we were placed at present.
